at a right angle to the plane of the former 
circle. This brings the vise into a horizontal 
position where it will again swing around the 
complete arc of a circle. At any point on 
the arc of 90° mentioned it will swing 180°. 
At any point in any parts traversed by the 
vise it can be stopped and set as firmly as 
though that were its only and stationary po- 
sition. 

Hence there is not a conceivable position 
in which it is not possible for the Emmert 
Universal Vise to eliminate the difficulty of 
position, and you need never twist or bend 
yourself to suit your work, but just let the 
vise turn the work in any position or direc- 
tion and hold it to suit your comfort. 

The Emmert Universal Vise has seven 
pairs of jaws so that it is adapted to grasp 
any kind of work without regard to irregu- 
larity of form. 

The workman who has the use of one of 
these vises is as thoroughly equipped as 
though he had a dozen different vises in as 
many different positions without being dis- 
turbed and encumbered with the presence of 
a lot of useless tools.

The EMMERT Universal Vise is made in 
two standard sizes, differing in weight and 
holding capacity, also in size of jaw, etc. 

The No. 1 or larger size has seven differ- 
ent pairs of jaws, any pair of which may be 
instantly adjusted to the position required 
by the operator. 

One pair of these jaws is 1814 inches wide; 
three other pairs each 7 inches wide; two 
others, each 1 inch wide, and one other, 3 
inches wide, steel faced and slightly roughed 
for holding metal work. The No. 2 size of 
this vise has 1 less pair of holding dogs so 
arranged that they may be secreted when not 
required for service. 

The use of the holding dogs of these vises 
may be extended at will by arranging addi- 
tional dogs made of hard wood and placed 
in the work-bench top back, and directly 
opposite the fixed dogs included in the vise 
jaws. Possibly the best service can be had 
by arranging these hardwood dogs or square 
pins so that the centers of each may form 
a square equidistant one from the other. 
Thus arranged it becomes an easy matter for 
the workman to square up and nail together 
sides or parts of box forms without the aid 
of the tri-square, the vise dogs holding firmly 
in place the parts to be joined.

The main jaws are distinctly useful when 
thrown into any position desired by the op- 
erator. When vertical they hold broader 
flat pieces above the level of the bench 
base—ideal positions for dressing panel work, 
etc. 


One pair of these jaws is provided with 
button-hole openings, into which varied 
shaped wood-pads may be placed and _ in- 
stantly fastened, also a small square groove 
into which may be placed and locked the 
adjustable jaw, self-accommodating to taper 
regular or irregular work. 


Where desired the angle of this jaw may 
be changed by fastening a wedge-shaped 
piece of wood to it or by lining the face of 
jaw with wooden forms to suit the work.

In every rapid acting vise the locking de- 
vice is Att important. No rapid acting vise 
is more durable than its locking mechanism. 

Usually the devices subject to disarrange- 
ment and therefore proving unreliable as pos- 
itive locking mechanisms contain either a

screw with part of the thread cut away, or 
a brass or bronze nut to engage the screw, 
this nut or lock piece having only a small 
part of a full thread. 

For the above reasons, pawls, cams, trig- 
gers, levers, frictions, worm-gears, etc., were 
not considered as being satisfactory for a 
device of this kind.

The “Eureka” Rapid Transit Vise is locked 
and unlocked automatically by simply turning 
the vise handle or lever about one-quarter 
turn to the right to lock and the same dis- 
tance to the left to unlock the vise. 

The essential feature of these vises is the 
positive locking device which operates on a 
screw having a full thread and engages a 
5g inch square steel lock rod placed within 
3-16 inch from the main screw of the vise. 
The nut itself contains a full thread and in 
this feature is as strong as a common screw 
vise. The nut is arranged to contain the 
steel lock rod which passes through the nut 
and is gripped firmly with equal force on 
TWO sides.

The triangular shaped toothed wedge of 
case hardened steel is also contained in the 
nut. This wedge operates against an angle 
in the nut, so that when the main screw of 
the vise is operated to the right the nut

moves forward and the angle in the lower 
part of the nut lifts the toothed wedge di- 
rectly upward into engagement with the grip 
rod. This engagement is secured without any 
pressure being applied to the main jaws of 
the vise and with no more force than is 
needed to lift the triangular wedge, weighing 
only several ounces, about 1-16 inch into en- 
gagement.

After the toothed wedge has been forced 
into position as described the nut becomes 
rigid with the grip rod and may then prop- 
erly be considered a part of the rear jaw of 
the vise. The screw then passes through the 
nut, drawing the front jaw inward against 
the work to be held. 

This locking device differs from all others 
in that the nut encircles the grip rod and 
when pressure is applied the grip rod is held

firmly on TWO sides with equal force in 
proportion to the amount of force exerted on 
the main screw of the vise.

This locking device has been subjected to 
every possible test for more than a year and 
although operated many thousands of times 
if has never failed to give a positive lock 
and engagement and at the same time with- 
out any noticeable wear of the parts. 

These vises include a number of important 
features not found in other vises and which 
add materially to the convenience of the 
workman and to their effectiveness as time 
savers. 

A tilting or angle jaw is provided for hold- 
ing tapers or wedge like shapes. A wood 
pad form may be attached to the angle jaw 
and if a greater angle is desired this wood 
pad may be of wedge shape. 

Each of the main jaws of these vises is 
provided with slotted holes to accommodate 
wood pad forms as shown in illustration, 
Fig. 16. These wood pad forms may be of any 
desired shape and can easily be made by the 
workman. They are quickly attached to or 
detached from the main jaws of the vise. 

The main jaws of these vices are also pro- 
vided with vise stops or holding dogs which 
are concealed within the vise jaw when not 
in use.

The round-shaped or pivotal jaws are at 
the same time unique in their varied appli- 
cations in that wherein they may be adapted 
for holding many different things. Properly, 
they have been denominated the “Variety 
Jaws.” When the triangular-shaped taper jaws 
are placed in position on the pivoted jaws, it 
is then that their varied uses become more 
apparent. Seemingly nothing is too irregu- 
lar in shape for these jaws to hold.
